Nothing has been charged to this account during 
the past year. 
The amount standing to the credit of 

Deterioration and Contingent Account 

the last vear was 29.454,65 

To which add the surplus of the present 

year, 1.343,69 

Making the present contingent fund $30,798,34 

Which is invested in Wood and Oil, and Stock in Ma- 
chine Shops. 



The Furniture of the Road has been continued in 
a state of repair, so as fully to meet any depreciation. 

One Locomotive has been purchased, less the old one 
sold, at an expense of $6,750, and the locomotive 
power of the road is believed never to have been in 
so good a condition as at present. 

Safety beams have been placed, during the year, 
upon all the Passenger and Baggage Cars, with extra 
guards and chains, for increased protection in case of 
the breaking of axles or wheels, and in other respects 
the Cars of the Passenger Department have been kept 
in good condition. 

Thirty-nine Freight Cars have been rebuilt, eleven 
of which are entirely new, and are in addition to the 
number reported last year. The entire wood-work of 
the remaining twenty-eight has been rebuilt, using, in 
some cases, the old iron and wheels. All depreciation 
of the Merchandise Cars is thus, at least, fully made 
good. Taking into consideration the present state of 
the Furniture of the Road, it is believed the expenses 
of the Machine Shop, for the coming year, may be 
considerably reduced. 



KOAD REPAIRS AND OTHER EXPENSES. 

It was named in the last report that a larger expen- 
penditure than was formerly necessary, would be re- 
quired hereafter for the maintenance of the track, 
owing to the rapid failure of the iron. Large expen- 
ditures have been incurred for this reason, by which 
the charge for Road Repairs have been increased 
$25,655,34 over that of last year. We have on hand, 
however, 8.960 sleepers, valued at $3,276,75, for use 
the coming year. 
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One hundred and ten tons of new rails, at an ex- 
pense of $6,856,26, and 273 tons of rails, remanufao- 
tured from the old iron, at an expense of $8,091,92, 
and about 390 tons of rails welded anew at the ends, 
together with 16.314 sleepers, have been laid during 
the year. The present condition of the track is such, 
it is thought it will not require so extensive repairs, as 
during the past year. 

There has been an extra expense charged to the in- 
come of the year, of the sum of $12,111,20, paid to 
the Northern Road, on account of contracts for through 
business, obtained through the agency of that Road, 
by a heavy expenditure, which operated for the bene- 
fit of the whole line of road. This sum is an extra 
expense, and not an ordinary charge upon the Road. 



DEPOT BUILDINGS AT MANCHESTER. 

The various reasons which rendered the erection of 
new Station Buildings at Manchester necessary, have 
been fully stated heretofore to the Stockholders. They 
had been commenced upon prior to the last Annual 
Meeting, and, in the Report of the Stockholders of 
last year, it appears, — 
That there had been paid toward the Con- 
cord Road proportion of the expense 
of the new Depots at Manchester, the 
sum of $20,932,00 

There has since been expended, during the 

past year, for their completion, 43.969,08 

Making the cost of the Depots, so far as the 
same has been incurred by the Concord 
Road, the sum of $64,901,08 
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This amount has been paid from construction ac- 
count, as follows : 

Charged, as per last year's accoimt, $20,932,00 

Paid during the current year from the un- 
expended balance of old construction 
account, amounting, as per last year's 
report, to 1.491,09 

From receipts of new created stock, 15.000,00 

The balance has been paid by moneys ad- 
vanced on credit of the Koad, amount- 
ing to 27.477,99 

$64,901,08 
This sum of $27,477,99 is to be provided for by the 
increase of the capital stock to that amount, or may 
be charged to earnings, to be distributed by instal- 
ments through successive years. 

The contingent fund of the Koad more than ex- 
ceeds this amount, but this fund is insufficient to sup- 
ply the necessary fuel, lumber, &c., that is required to 
be kept constantly on hand, and for which payments 
are necessary in cash, for the most part, a year in ad- 
vance of current receipts. To meet this necessity and 
avoid continual loans for the purpose, that fund should 
be increased rather than diminished. The amoimt in- 
vested in wood and oil, and stock in machine shops, 
amounts to $51,359,08, and the items of the same 
are appended to this Report for the information of the 
Stockholders.

The receipts from Passengers are greater than last 
year, but the number of Passengers has diminished, 
while the number of tons of Freight, and the amount 
of receipts from it, have both increased. The com- 
parative expense, however, attending Freight trans-, 
portation is greater on any given amount of receipts, 
than on Passenger business. There are but few Roads 
in New-England that run so many miles of Freight as 
Passenger Trains, while the miles run of Freight 
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Trains the past year over the Concord Road is more 
than forty per cent, greater than those of Passenger, 
or in the ratio of 134.582 miles run of Freight Trains 
to 80.126 of Passenger Trains. 

It is to be regretted that below Manchester such a 
number of through Passenger Trains, by both lines, 
are now required to be run : there being six daily 
Trains over each line, either way, from Manchester to 
Boston, running at the same hour. This might be 
avoided, with much benefit to the public, by greater 
concert and unity of action. 

The Directors have full confidence that the amount 
of business naturally belonging to this general line of 
route, so long as it shall be fairly apportioned among 
the roads at proper rates, and without useless compe- 
tition, is fully sufficient to remunerate the Stock- 
holders.
